The first congress which was or­ 
ganized 
after 
the 
inauguration 
of 
¡President Hay es adop ted a resolution 
p rov iding for an inv estigation of the 
m anner in which the p residential elec­ 
tion of the y ear p rev ious was 
con­ 
ducted in the states of Louisiana and 
¡South Carolina. 
The p urp ose of this 
inv estigation, although not the 
ac­ 
knowledged p urp ose, was to discov er 
.whether returning boards in either or 
"both of those states had been bribed 
to make returns in fav or of the Re­ 
p ublican 
electors 
of 
those 
states. 
(Clarkson M. Potter was the chairman 
of this committee. 
He was the elder 
brother of Rev . Dr. Henry C. Potter, 
Who afterwards became bishop of the 
•Protestant Ep iscop al diocese of New 
(York. 
He was a lawy er of some dis­ 
tinction and a man of unusual charm 
of p ersonal character. 
This committee held 
sev eral 
ses­ 
sions at the Fifth Av enue hotel in 
New York in the winter of 18 7 8 . Sam­ 
uel J. Tilden, the defeated Democratic 
candidate for p resident, fbr whom nev ­ 
ertheless a p lurality of the p eop le had 
.v oted, was subp oenaed as a witness to 
ap p ear before this committee. 
Some 
of the Rep ublican 
members 
of 
the 
com m ittee were anx ious to test Gov ­ 
ernor Tilden’s knowledge as to w heth­ 
e r or not cip her disp atches, so called, 
containing imp rop er p rop ositions, had 
been sent by some of those who w'ere 
managing the Democratic camp aign to 
the returning boards of South Caro­ 
lina and Louisiana. 
Mr. Tilden ap p eared before the com­ 
m ittee in resp onse to the Bubp oena 
one afternoon. 
He stood beside the 
chair of Mr. Potter, one hand resting 
up on the back of the chair. 
The ex ­ 
p ression on Gov ernor 
Tilden’s 
face 
Wes ex tremely stern. 
Of course he 
commanded the intensest interest on 
the p art of ev ery member of the com 
mittee, some of whom hud nev er be­ 
fore seen him. 
Slowly , with p enetrat­ 
ing although almost furtiv e look, he

Led Bo o th to Pla y Ha mlet 


Great 
Tragedian’s 
Resemblance 
to 
the “Melancholy Dane” W a s Noted 
by His Father When Edwin 
W a s Young Man. 


One of the famous American the­ 
atrical managers 
of 
y esterday was 
William Stuart, who died in the early 
eighties of the last century . 
Twenty 
y ears before that he had been m an­ 
ager of what was then unquestionably 
the leading theater of America—the 
W inter Garden in New 
York city . 
There ap p eared almost all of the lead­ 
ing actors and actresses of the time, 
among them Edwin Booth, whose p ro­ 
ductions 
of 
“Hamlet" 
and 
other 
Shakesp earean p lay s up on the stage 
of the W inter Garden, beginning in 
18 63, were “famously successful." 
Stuart, who was sup p osed to hav e 
fled from Ireland on account of p o­ 
litical troubles and whose real name 
was understood to hav e been Edmund 
O’Flaherty , came to be an Intimate 
friend of Edwin Booth, and from him, 
one day in the ev ening of his life, I 
heard the story , as Stuart had heard it 
from Booth’s own lip s, of the manner 
in which the first suggestion that 
Booth p lay Hamlet came to him. 
“Booth has alway s been a somewhat 
difficult man to hav e p ersonal inter­ 
course with," said Mr. 
Stuart, 
"for 
there is a tinge 
of 
tem p eram ental 
melancholy about him 
which 
some­ 
times strongly influences him, making 
him frequently dreamy . 
Yet num er­ 
ous times, when I wag a manager, I 
found my self in delightful conv ersa­ 
tion with him. 
"I remem ber that 
one 
afternoon 
when he was about half through his 
ex traordinarily 
successful 
engage­ 
m ent at the W inter Garden, an en­ 
gagement In which he dup licated his 
wonderful 
Philadelp hia 
success 
as 
Hamlet, I found him in a somewhat 
rem iniscent mood and asked him if he 


had alway s, from the time he went 
up on the stage, had ambition to p lay 
the p art of Hamlet. He bestowed up on 
me that singularly fascinating and 
beautiful smile which he reserv ed for 
those who had his confidence, and 
then told me that it was his father 
who first suggested to him that he 
p lay Hamlet. 
" ’It hap p ened in this way ,’ Booth 
said. 
‘I was standing in the wings of 
a theater in San Francisco where my 
father was p lay ing, and I with him, I 
think about the y ear 18 53. 
I was 
dressed for the p art I was to assume 
when my father p assed by . 
Just as 
he had got by he turned, came back 
and looked at me steadily for more 
than a minute. 
I wondered if I had 
made some mistake in dressing for 
my p art. 
I knew that som ething was 
on his mind by the way he looked at 
me. 
“ ’At last he said to me: “You look 
like Hamlet; y ou wouldn’t hav e to 
make up much for 
the 
p art. 
Why 
don’t y ou study it and p lay it? 
It is 
more than half the p art of Hainlet to 
look It.” 
“ ‘Then my father went on, nor did 
he ev er again allude to the subject. 
But he had drop p ed a seed in my 
mind. 
I began to study the p art of 
Hamlet and the entire p lay . 
After a 
time I thought I understood it and was 
certain that when 
the 
op p ortunity 
came I could p lay H am let os well as 
look the p art.' 
“Howr well he p lay ed it,” said Mr 
Stuart, “y ou may judge from the fact 
that I hap p en to know that Booth re­ 
ceiv ed from his Philadelp hia and New 
York rep resentations of the p art a lit­ 
tle ov er ninety thousand dollars, and 
ail because his father, when Edwin 
Booth was still a y oung man, thought 
that the son looked so like Hamlet 
that he would need to make up v ery 
little for the p art."

“Well, then, of course, I should say 
that iron is the most v aluable." 
“I hav e my doubts about that.” Mr. 
McKinley rep lied. 
"Of course, iron is 
of the utm ost im p ortance for the de­ 
v elop ment of our industries., and for 
our railroads; 
we 
hav e, howev er, 
p lenty of iron. 
On the other hand the 
metal which, in my op inion, is alm ost 
as v aluable and im p ortant as iron to 
this country , is one of the few m in­ 
erals which the United States does 
not p roduce in any commercial quan­ 
tity . 
Can y ou guess now what it is?" 
I shook my head. 
“It is tin,” said the man who was 
to be the fram er of a tariff bill, who 
was to write the tariff p lank in two 
national 
Rep ublican 
p latforms, and 
who was to be elected p resident up on 
a p rotection tariff p lank. 
“The w« rld 
now largely dep ends up on the ¿ir<e of 
tin for no sm all p art of its food. W ith­ 
out tin food could not be ’p ut 
into 
p ackages so tha t armies can be fed 
wherev er they are; without it p ros­ 
p ectors who are ex p loiting 
our 
re­ 
sources and ex p lorers could not be 
assured of their daily sup p ly of food. 
Without food, what is an army , w hat 
the ability of the men who are build­ 
ing 
railroads 
across 
deserts, 
or 
through the great forests and mountain 
stretches of the west? 
Tin cans, tin 
cases, hum ble tin recep tacles of all 
sorts—what an Imp ortant p art they 
p lay in ev ery day life, in the av erage 
kitchen of the Rep ublic? 
Yes, my ex ­ 
p erience in the school of tariff m aking 
has led me to the belief that this hum ­ 
ble metal, which nature has denied 
the United States, may be com p ared 
with iron itself so far as its m aterial 
imp ortance to this country is con­ 
cerned, and though 1 do not care to 
say this p ublicly at this time, some 
day I shall do so." 
Sev en y ears later, as chairm an of 
the way s and m eans committee of the 
house, William McKinley framed the 
tariff bill tha t bears his name in his­ 
tory . 
Probably the most striking sin­ 
gle schedule in it-~and unquestiona­ 
bly the 
schedule 
that 
causcnl 
the 
greatest p op ular discussion—was tha t 
which p laced a duty up on tin p late; 
and before he died McKinley had the 
satisfaction of knowing that because 
of this duty the United States had be­ 
come indep endent of the world as a 
m anufacturer of tin p roducts, and an 
ex p orter of them as well.

Incred­ 
ible as it may seem, scientists are 
» ev en no w do ing that v ery thing. 
In 
ithe near fu tu re y o u and I sho u ld be 
prepared to hear them anno u nce mo st 
¡learnedly and sententio u sly the re­ 
disco v ery o f the hu man so u l. 
H ere and there, in ho spital labo ra­ 
to ries widely scattered, m en o f sci­ 
ence are gro ping into th e my stery . 
¡Like the mediaev al 
scientists 
who 
¡liv ed in dread o f the ban o f Mo ther 
¡Chu rch, they are 
m o stly 
wo rking 
isecretly and are no t telling half they 
kno w. 
Fo r science, th a t marv ello u s 
m achine o f mo dern pro gress, has its 
.chu rch, to o , as it were; its o rtho do x y 
and its hetero do x y ; its hierarchy o f 
established ru lers who ex co mmu nicate 
and set au to s-da-fe fo r ex po u nders o f 
heresies. 
So far the ev idence these bo ld in­ 
v estigato rs hav e u nearthed is chiefly 
negativ e, y et nev ertheless highly sig­ 
nificant. 
In the first place, o ne o f 
them fo u nd that phy sical death is ac­ 
co mpanied by a su dden lo ss o f bo dily 
weight v ary ing fro m three-qu arters o f 
an o u nce to nearly an o u nce and a 
qu arter. 
So me cu rio u s ex perim ents 
o f this kind were made by Dr. Du n­ 
can MacDo u gall, o f Hav erhill, Mass. 
His first su bject was a m an dy ing 
o f tu bercu lo sis. 
He selected a pa­ 
tient dy ing fro m this disease becau se 
so great an ex hau stio n characterizes 
its final stages th at death o ccu rs with 
little o r no mu scu lar m o v em ent. With 
a patient qu iet, the beam o f the scales 
can be kept tru e and any lo ss o ccu r­ 
ring will be ev idenced. 
In this ex periment the patient was 
ly ing o n a bed arranged 
o n a light 
fram ew o rk which was bu ilt o n v ery 
delicately balanced platfo rm 
scales. 
H e was u nder o bserv atio n three ho u rs 
and fo rty minu tes befo re death. 
He 
lo st weight slo wly at the rate o f an 
o u nce an ho u r, du e to the ev apo ratio n 
o f breath mo istu re and perspiratio n. 
Keenly the phy sician w atched the 
fading ho u rs and m inu tes o f the al­ 
m o st spent life. 
And th en —su ddenly , 
co incident with death—the beam end 
o f the scales dro pped with an au di­ 
ble stro ke, hitting against the lo wer 
bar and remaining there with no re­ 
bo u nd! 
The scales registered an in- 
etan t lo ss o f three-qu arters 
o f 
an 
o u nce. 
W hat had go ne? 
It co u ld no t hav e 
been ev apo ratio n o f sweat, he decided, 
fo r th a t had slo wly left the bo dy at 
the ra te o f a tiny fractio n o f an o u nce 
a minu te, whereas the su dden lo ss at 
death had been many tim es as great. 
It co u ld no t hav e been, fu rther tests 
satisfied the do cto r, the air in the 
lu ngs. 
Dr. MacDo u gall was startled at 
th e weird pheno meno n. 
So mething 
im m aterial, y et ev idently fo rcefu l and 
o f ‘weight, had departed with the life. 
W hat in the wo rld was it? 
The phy sician repeated his ex peri­ 
m ents in the last ho u rs o f v ario u s o th­ 
er tu bercu lo sis patients. 
Alway s at 
the su prem e m o m ent the stro ke o f the 
beam came do wn with an au dible re­ 
po rt, and each time the scales to ld 
the lo ss o f abo u t an o u nce. 
Co u ld 
this thing that so su ddenly departed 
be po ssibly v iewed

flight? 
Seized Fith a new ho pe, the ex peri­ 
m enter dev ised a clear white light to 
rest alo ng the bo dy o f the su bject in 
the dy ing ho u r. 
In o ther cases he

While the rev o lu tio nary theo ry o f 
the so u l as an actu al 
ex istence 
o f 
ether o r ether-like su bstance was set­ 
ting to ngu es wagging in Bo sto n, a pu ­ 
pil o f the famo u s Dr. W alter J. KIl- 
ner o f Lo ndo n, was perfo rming ex peri­ 
ments ju st as marv elo u s in Chicago . 
Do cto r Kilner is a believ er in the hu ­ 
man au ra. 
He ho lds that ev ery hu ­ 
man being is su rro u nded by an en­ 
v elo pe o f a pecu liar 
kind o f 
light 
w'hich fo llo ws and inclo ses ev ery co n­ 
to u r o f the fo rm. 
Thu s ano ther im­ 
agined m y th—the halo and encircling 
glo ry th at the su perstitio u s ages at­ 
tribu ted to the saints— may be dem­ 
o nstrated by a qu eer scientific rev ers­ 
al as a so lid reality . 
Kilner’s pu pil in Chicago is Do cto r 
Patrick S. O'Do nnell. 
He had fro m 
his m aster a set o f slides specially de­ 
signed to m ake au ras v isible. 
These 
are merely bits o f glass glu ed to gether 
with a so lu tio n, mo re o r less co ncen­ 
trated, o f a dark 
blu e dy e 
termed 
dicy anin. 
The o bserv er first lo o ks at 
his su bject thro u gh a stro nger glass, 
and then when he has identified the 
au ra as a nebu lo u s haze su rro u nding 
the su bject he transfers to a weaker

Like MacDo u gall, the Chicago phy ­ 
sician watched the last m o m ents o f a 
dy ing man.

pert m ents o f Do cto r Baradu c, a well-

pheno m ena abo v e and aro u nd the bo d­ 
ies o f the dead. 
Do cto r Baradu c Is a psy chic as well 
as a scientist o f repu te. 
Betw’een him. 
self and his so n Andre a stro ng bo nd 
o f affectio n ex isted. 
Frequ ently each 
had rem arkable telepathic ex periences 
with the o ther, and bo th were Interest­ 
ed In the stu dy o f the so u l. 
W hen in 
19 07 Andre died, his father to o k a pho ­ 
to graph o f the co ffin after the bo y had 
been dead nine ho u rs. 
W hen the plate was dev elo ped it 
was disco v ered that em anating fro m 
the bo dy in the co ffin was a fo rmless, 
misty , wav elike mass, radiating in all 
directio ns, with 
co nsiderable 
fo rce, 
to u ching the bo dies o f tho se who came 
in clo se pro x imity to the co ffin, as if 
attracted to them by so me m agnetic 
fo rce. 
On o ne o ccasio n the fo rce o f 
co ntact with this mass was so great 
th a t Do cto r Baradu c receiv ed an elec­ 
tric sho ck fro m head to fo o t, which 
pro du ced a tempo rary dizziness. 
The sav ant’s interest was so aro u sed 
after his pho to graph was taken th at 
he attem pted mo re co nclu siv e ex peri­ 
m ents immediately u po n the death o f 
his wife, who died six m o nths after 
her so n. 
He set a cam era a t the bed­ 
side and at the mo ment o f her death 
he pho to graphed the bo dy and sho rt­ 
ly after dev elo ped the plate.

It is u nfo rtu nate that o u r 
sy stem o f nu mbers has no t two mo re 
signs so that the first nu mber o f tw'o 
figu res wo u ld be the nu m ber we no w 
represent by "12.” 
Twelv e can be di­ 
v ided by two , three, fo u r and six , and 
ten can be div ided by o nly two and 
fiv e. 
Yo u can see ho w mu ch better 
and easier it w'o uld be to recko n su ms 
by do zens when y o u m u st div ide the 
nu m bers ev ery o nce in awhile, and 
y o u might think that the peo ple that 
inv ented nu mbers wo u ld hav e seen 
this. 
Bu t no bo dy did inv ent nu mbers. 
Nu mbers were already inv ented be­ 
fo re peo ple knew that there co u ld be 
su ch a thing as co u nting. 
Lo o k at y o u r hands, and y o u will 
see why peo ple co u nt by tens. 
Ev ery 
o ne co u nts o n his fingers so metimes, 
and there was o nce a time when no t 
ev ery o ne co u ld do ev en that. Bo rne 
sav age tribes in Africa are so stu pid 
that they canno t co u nt 
abo v e 
fiv e. 
When they hav e go t that far they say 
they hav e, ccfanted a “hand,” and two 
"hands” are a “man.”

tiring , a nd g la nced o v er 
the co n ten ts. 
I then lo cked the bo x an d p laced the 
key , which wa s o ne o f a 
b u n ch, in a 
secret dra wer in my escrito ire.

b o x was o p en ed b y mean s o f a du p li­ 
cate key ; b u t it did n o t fit well, fo r 
the lo ck was p artially damaged. 
In 
fact, to so me ex ten t the lid was fo rced. 
I do n ’t kn o w who m to su sp ect, b u t the 
ro b b ery mu st hav e b een co mmitted b y 
so me memb er o f my ho u seho ld. There 
were ab o u t a do zen p erso n s, ex clu siv e 
o f the serv an ts, sleep in g in the ho u se 
o n the n ight o f the theft.” 
“It go es witho u t say in g 
that 
the 
traito r mu st b elo n g 
In 
y o u r 
o wn 
camp ,” remarked Dan ev itch tho u ght­ 
fu lly . 
“It will b e n ecessary fo r me to 
hav e a list o f all the p eo p le who were 
in y o u r ho u se o n the n ight o f the ro b ­ 
b ery , an d I mu st make their p erso n al 
acq u ain tan ce.” 
“Bu t that is almo st o u t o f the q u es­ 
tio n ,” remo n strated the co u n t. 
“If I 
were to In tro du ce y o u to them their 
dign ity wo u ld b e wo u n ded, fo r they 
wo u ld thin k that they were all u n der 
su sp icio n .” 
“Which as a matter o f fact, they 
are,” resp o n ded Dan ev itch calmly . 
“That is rather a sweep in g 
state­

“It seems to me 
that it is hardly in acco rdan ce with

“Pardo n me,” in terru p ted Dan ev itch. 
“If I am to han dle this case, I mu st 
do so in my o wn way . 
Sho u ld y o u 
n o t care to assen t to my p lan s, I can 
o n ly retu rn to St. Petersb u rg, an d re­ 
p o rt at the ho me o ffice that there is 
n o thin g fu rther to b e do n e.” 
Co u n t Bo ro lo sky fro wn ed. 
He was 
n o t accu sto med to dealin g with men 
o f Dan ev itch’s ty p e. 
Tho se su rro u n d­ 
in g him were su b o rdin ates who dared 
n o t disp u te his will in an y p articu lar, 
an d the hab it o f co mman d had b e­ 
co me seco n d n atu re to him. 
Bu t he 
kn ew en o u gh ab o u t the great detectiv e 
to b e aware that what the latter said 
was fin al an d to the p o in t. 
An d as a 
m atter o f fact his p o litical fu tu re was 
b o u n d u p in the reco v ery o f the sto len 
p ap ers. 
To b e recalled fro m his p o st 
in disgrace wo u ld b e a decidedly 
u n ­ 
p leasan t altern ativ e, an d it W'as b eat 
to cho o se the lesser ev il 
b y 
co u n ­ 
ten an cin g the detectiv e's p lan s. 
“Hav e y o u r o wn 
way , 
then ,” 
he 
said. 
“W hat do y o u su ggest?” 
“First, I wo u ld like to see y o u r b ed­ 
ro o m, an d the p o sitio n in which 
the 
b o x was p laced o n the n ight o f 
the 
theft.” 
“I will take y o u there my self,” re­ 
sp o n ded Bo ro lo sky . Leadin g the way , 
he ascen ded a p riv ate staircasOj an d 
co n du cted Dan ev itch to his b edro o m. 
It was a largo 
chamb er, 
fu rn ished 
richly , an d with great 
taste. 
The 
ro o m was ab o u t thirty -eight feet lo n g, 
with sev eral recesses in it. 
It was 
lighted b y fo u r win do ws, all o n o n e 
side. 
The b ed sto o d b etween two o f 
these win do ws. 
At o n e en d o f the 
ap artm en t was a dressin g an d b ath­ 
ro o m; b u t they co u ld o n ly b e reached 
thro u gh the main ap artmen t. 
At the 
o ther en d a do o r gav e access to a 
smaller chamb er, which the co u n t 
stated was his so n ’s b edro o m. 
The 
flo o r o f b o th ro o ms was co v ered with 
a rich, thick carp et, w^hich deaden ed 
ev ery fo o tfall. 
The co u n t’s b ed was 
a 
heav y 
o ld-fashio n ed 
fo u r-p o ster, 
drap ed with silk-lin ed cu rtain s. 
An y 
o n e ly in g in the b ed wo u ld hav e b u t 
a limited v iew o f the ro o m. 
The 
disp atch-b o x had b een p laced o n a 
tab le that sto o d again st the wall, an d 
b etween the b ed 
an d 
Ferdin an d’s 
ro o m. 
Dan ev itch ascertain ed that the 
co u n t alway s lo cked his do o r after his 
v alet de chamb re had retired, an d he 
kep t a light b u rn in g all n ight. 
Bu t 
stran gely en o u gh, o n the n ight when 
the p ap ers wrcre sto len , the do o r was 
n o t lo cked. 
When the co u n t wen t to 
his ro o m he was v ery tired, fo r ho had 
had an ex cessiv ely fatigu in g day . On 
attemp tin g to lo ck his do o r after his 
v alet de chamb re had go n e, he fo u n d 
that there was so methin g the matter 
with the key . He was to o tired to let 
this tro u b le him. 
He lo o ked in to his 
so n ’s ro o m, b u t he had n o t co me u p 
y et. 
So the co u n t go t in to b ed, thin k­ 
in g his so n wo u ld n o t b e lo n g, an d 
when he heard him, he In ten ded to 
call o u t to him. 
Ho wev er, 
he 
fell 
asleep , an d slep t so u n dly u n til he was 
awaken ed b y his v alet b rin gin g him 
his mo rn in g co ffee. 
He did n o t dis­ 
co v er that the b o x had b een tamp ered 
with, u n til he was fu lly dressed, an d 
ab o u t to go do wmstairs. 
On makin g 
the disco v ery he rushed to his so n ’s 
ro o m, but Ferdina nd 
wa s 
sleeping 
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ho me u n til two o ’clo ck. 
Hav in g gath­ 
ered the fo rego in g details, Dan ev itch 
p ro ceeded to ex amin e the key o f the 
do o r, b u t fo u n d there was n o thin g the 
matter with it o r the lo ck. The co u n t 
had had n o fu rther tro u b le with it, 
an d it was ev iden t that whatev er tem­ 
p o rary o b stru ctio n had b een 
in tro ­ 
du ced had sin ce b een remo v ed. 
The 
co u n t’s v alet de chamb re was a Ru s­ 
sian , a sedate middle-aged man , who 
had b een in Bo ro lo sky ’s serv ice fo r 
man y y ears. 
All the o ther serv an ts 
were Ru ssian s, with the ex cep tio n o f 
the chef, who was a Fren chman , dis­ 
tin gu ished in his o wn p articu lar lin e. 
Satisfied with his ex amin atio n o f the 
b ed-chamb ers, Dan ev itch retu rn ed in 
co mp an y with the co u n t to the latter’s 
ro o m, where Ferdin an d was 
sittin g 
waitin g. 
“Well, what su ccess hav e y o u had?” 
In q u ired the y o u n g fello w. 
“No n e. 
Hav e y o u an y theo ry o f 
y o u r o wn ?” 
“On ly this,” 
retu rn ed 
Ferdin an d. 
“So me o n e tamp ered with the lo ck o f 
the co u n t’s b edro o m, so that the do o r 
co u ld n o t b e secu red. 
Of co u rse, the 
p erso n who did so was either b rib ed 
fo r that esp ecial p u rp o se, o r he was 
the p arty w'ho sto le the p ap ers. 
As 
to who that p erso n was, ho wev er, I 
hav en ’t the fain test su sp icio n .” 
“No r hav e I at p resen t,” remarked 
Dan ev itch. 
“Bu t there is n o tellin g 
what the fu tu re may ho ld.” 
“What are y o u r p lan s?” asked the 
co u n t’s so n cu rio u sly . 
“I hav e made n o n e as y et,” rep lied 
Dan ev itch ev asiv ely . 
The to n e . in 
which he sp o ke in dicated that he did 
n o t care to b e q u estio n ed fu rther, an d 
the y o u n g man said n o thin g. 
In ­ 
timatin g that he wo u ld retu rn in the 
co u rse o f two ho u rs, 
the 
detectiv e 
to o k his leav e, b u t In ab o u t twen ty 
min u tes Bo ro lo sky receiv ed a n o te 
fro m him askin g fo r a fiv e-min u tes’ 
in terv iew alo n e. 
The co u n t came at 
o n ce to the an te ro o m ro o m, lo o kin g 
so mewhat su rp rised. 
“I came b ack fo r a sp ecial p u rp o se,” 
said Dan ev itch. “Yo u lu n ch, I b eliev e, 
in an ho u r an d a half fro m n o w?” 
“That is so .” 
“Then I shall retu rn w'hen y o u are 
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1 ro b b ery , an d b o re 
a Lo n do n address. 
Th'» n ame sign ed to the letters w’as 
;Jo p n in Du b o is. 
In the same draw’er 
he disco v ered a p ho to grap h o f a b eau ­ 
tifu l wo man in the early thirties, with 
“So p hia” traced in p en cil o n the b ack. 
Amo n g Dan ev itch’s gifts w'hich had 
p ro v ed o f immen se help to him in the 
p ractise o f his p ro fessio n was a mo st 
ten acio u s memo ry fo r faces. 
Hav in g 
o n ce seen the featu res o f a man o r 
wo man , he seldo m fo rgo t them, an d 
the sight o f this p ictu re cau sed him 
to 
reflect 
deep ly . 
So mewhere, 
at 
so me time, he had seen the p erso n 
who m it rep resen ted, an d his lip s set 
firmly as he raised the v eil o f the p ast 
y ears in an en deaVo r to iden tify her. 
Su dden ly his ey es flashed an d a tri­ 
u mp han t ex clamatio n escap ed him. He 
recalled the arrest o f Iv an Nelido v a, 
six y ears b efo re, an d kn ew that he 
had iden tified the wo man o f the p ho ­ 
to grap h. 
She wfas then the dau ghter 
o f Nelido v a, an d when her father was 
co n v icted o f en gagin g in a Nihilist 
co n sp iracy again st the life o f the em­ 
p ero r, the y o u n g wo man had also 
b een p laced in cap tiv ity . 
Nelido v a 
was sen t to Sib eria, where he died, b u t 
su fficien t ev iden ce again st the dau gh­ 
ter was lackin g, an d she was set at 
lib erty . 
Later, she had married a 
Fren chman n amed Emile Du b o is, who 
had b eco me a n atu ralized Ru ssian . 
The death o f Du b o is a y ear later left 
So p hia a charmin g wido w with a re­ 
sp ectab le fo rtu n e. 
Sho rtly after her 
hu sb an d’s death 
she 
had 
left 
St. 
Petersb u rg, an d p resu mab ly came to 
Lo n do n , where she en tered so ciety 
an d made the acq u ain tan ce o f the 
Bo ro lo sky s. 
Here, then , was a p o ssi­ 
b le mo tiv e fo r the disap p earan ce o f 
the co u n t’s p ap ers. 
It was n o t to b e 
su p p o sed that So p hia Du b o is, reared 
as she had b een in a v eritab le ho t­ 
b ed o f co n sp iracy an d an tago n ism to 
the Ru ssian go v ern men t, had, ev er 
fo rgo tten o r fo rgiv en tho se who had 
cau sed her father’s death. 
If, as the 
letters in dicated, y o u n g Bo ro lo sky had 
fallen a v ictim to this siren ’s charms, 
it was easy to dedu ce that fo r her 
sake he wo u ld b e willin g to sacrifice 
b o th his o wn an d his father’s ho n o r. 
The p ap ers were p ro b ab ly in the p o s­ 
sessio n o f So p hia Du b o is. 
She was 
cu n n in g en o u gh to kn o w that the 
Au strian go v ern men t wo u ld b e will-

I wan t y o u to giv e y o u r 
v alet de chamb re in stru ctio n s to re­ 
ceiv e me, an d at o n ce co n du ct me to 
y o u r b edro o m, where I am to b e left 
en tirely alo n e fo r half an ho u r.” 
Bo ro lo sky n o dded. 
“I do n ’t p reten d 
to fo llo w y o u r scheme o f do in g thin gs,” 
ho said, “b u t sin ce I hav e p ro mised to 
let y o u wo rk o u t whatev er dev ices 
y o u p lease, I shall co mp ly with y o u r 
req u est. 
Is there an y thin g mo re?” 
“Do es y o u r v alet de chamb re kn o w’ 
an y thin g o f the ro b b ery ?” asked the 
detectiv e. 
“No . 
He has n o t b een to ld.” 
“Then p lease let him b e kep t In 
ign o ran ce,” retu rn ed Dan ev itch, “an d 
leav e the rest to me.” 
At the ap p o in ted time Dan ev itch re­ 
tu rn ed to the ho u se, an d in acco rdan ce 
with his req u est, was co n du cted to 
the co u n t’s b edro o m, where he was 
left b y himself. 
At his v ery first in ­ 
terv iew with Ferdin an d the czar’3 sp e­ 
cial agen t had b een stru ck with the 
fo rmer’s ap p aren t in sin cerity . 
When 
he p aid the in itial v isit to Bo ro lo sky ’s 
b edro o m an d fo u n d that his so n ’s 
sleep in g ap artmen t # adjo in ed that o f 
his father, he b egan to thin k that It 
w'as within the b o u n ds o f p o ssib ility 
that Ferdin an d himself might b e the 
gu ilty p erso n , o r at least in leagu e 
with the co n sp irato rs who had made 
away with the p ap ers. 
His su sp icio n 
wras stren gthen ed when , u n seen b y 
an y o n e, he p icked u p in Ferdin an d’s 
ro o m a small p iece o f wax o n w'hich 
w’as a fain t imp ressio n o f a key . When 
his req u est to he left alo n e in the 
ro o m was gran ted, he made a tho r­ 
o u gh ex amin atio n o f the so n ’s ap art­ 
men t. 
In the drawer o f a cab in et he 
fo u n d so me letters written in Ru ssian . 
They were fro m a lady , an d addressed 
to the y o u n g man . 
Dan ev itch ran his 
ey e o v er the co n ten ts q u ickly . 
They 
were 
lo v e 
missiv es an d 
co n tain ed 
n o thin g b earin g in 
a ny wa y 
u p o n the 
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in g to p ay a heav y p rice fo r the in ­ 
fo rmatio n she had thu s gain ed, an d 
was in all likeliho o d still n ego tiatin g 
fo r what she deemed the fu ll v alu e o f 
her secret. 
In this way she wo u ld b e 
en ab led at o n ce to deal a sev ere b lo w 
to the hated go v ern men t o f the czar 
an d su p p ly the rev o lu tio n ary p arty 
with fresh fu n ds. The dev o tio n o f tho 
co n sp irato rs to their cau se, Dan ev itch 
kn ew to b e u n limited. 
Po ssib le death 
o r b an ishmen t to the wild wastes o f 
Sib eria co u n ted fo r n o thin g in their 
estimatio n , when co mp ared with the 
adv an tage o f b ein g ab le to strike a 
sin gle b lo w fo r what they co n sidered 
the sacred rights o f freedo m. 
Bu t 
where was So p hia n o w’? It was in the 
ho p e o f tracin g that elu siv e lady ’s 
whereab o u ts that Dan ev itch again had 
reco u rse to the co u n t, an d with the 
latter’s p ermissio n , made his ap p ear­ 
an ce at a din n er giv en to Bo ro lo sky ’s 
frien ds. 
Dan ev itch 
was 
in tro du ced 
as 
a 
Fren ch p riest b y the n ame o f Pau l 
Vern ey . 
The su p p o sed Vern ey was a 
smo o th-faced man , wdth flo win g sil­ 
v ery hair that gav e him a v en erab le 
ap p earan ce. 
Hav in g v ery weak ey es, 
he wo re smo ke-co lo red glasses. 
His 
clerical attire w’as fau ltless, an d fro m 
his n eck was su sp en ded a little go lden 
cru cifix . 
The din n er p arty co n sisted 
o f fo u rteen 
p erso n s, 
in clu din g the 
co u n t’s so n an d tw’o memb ers o f the 
En glish cab in et. 
Tho Fren ch p riest 
p ro v ed himself to 
be a v ery en tertain ­ 
in g p erso n age, an d made himself es­ 
p ecially agreeab le to the co u n t’s so n , 
b y who m he was seated. In the co u rse 
o f co n v ersatio n with Ferdin an d, Father 
Vern ey co n triv ed to to ask him if he 
had ev er met a certain Madame So p hia 
Du b o is. 
The latter, Vern ey wen t o n 
to state, w’as a Ru ssian lady who had 
married a co u n try man o f his, an d the 
father had heard that fo llo win g the 
death o f her hu sb an d, the wido w had 
ta ken up her residence In Lo ndo n, 


where she was mu ch admired in so ­ 
ciety . 
Ferdin an d ap p eared so mewhat 
ill at ease when asked this q u estio n , 
b u t Vern ey ’8 demean o r was so in n o ­ 
cen t an d in gratiatin g that the co u n t’s 
so n q u ickly regain ed his self p o sses­ 
sio n , an d rep lied that he was fo rtu ­ 
n ate to b e acq u ain ted with the lady . 
Fu rther q u estio n in g b y Vern ey elicited 
the fact that madame had left En g­ 
lan d to p ay a v isit to her o ld ho me in 
St. Petersb u rg; an d then , as tho u gh 
tired o f the su b ject, the father tu rn ed 
the co n v ersatio n in to o ther chan n els. 
Late that n ight Michael Dan ev itch 
resto red to his fo rmer self, so u ght an 
in terv iew with Co u n t Bo ro lo sky , an d 
in the p riv acy o f the latter’s stu dy u n ­ 
fo lded to him the ho rrify in g sto ry o f 
his so n ’s treachery . 
At first Bo ro lo ­ 
sky refu sed to admit the p o ssib ility o f 
Ferdin an d’s do u b le dealin g; b u t was 
stu n n ed in to silen ce w’hen the detect­ 
iv e ex hib ited 
to him 
a 
co n fessio n 
sign ed b y his so n , in which the latter 
asserted that he had sto len the p a­ 
p ers at the in stigatio n o f the wo man 
with w’ho m he had fallen in lo v e. 
As 
a matter o f fact, Dan ev itch had relied 
largely o n takin g Ferdin an d b y su r­ 
p rise when he ex to rted the co n fessio n 
fro m him. The dev ice had su cceeded, 
fo r 
the co u n t’s so n imagin ed fro m 
the detectiv e’s co n fiden t b earin g an d 
emp hatic assertio n s that he was in 
p o ssessio n o f mu ch stro n ger ev iden ce 
than he really had. 
It might hav e 
b een a difficu lt matter u n der En glish 
law to hav e p ro cu red Ferdin an d’s ar­ 
rest; also su ch a p ro ceedin g wo u ld hav e 
made the who le matter p u b lic, an d 
p ro b ab ly resu lted in so me o f Madame 
Du b o is’ frien dB co n v ey in g to her fu ll 
details o f the affair. 
Dan ev itch 
was 
an x io u s to keep her in ign o ran ce, an d 
if p o ssib le, secu re her arrest in 
St. 
Petersb u rg 
with 
the 
in crimin atin g 
do cu men ts In her p o ssessio n . 
With a 
v iew to that en d he agreed with the 
u n hap p y father that the b est thin g 
that co u ld b e do n e was to co n n iv e at 
Ferdin an d’s escap e to an o ther emin - 
try . 
This was do n e, an d the in fatu ­ 
ated y o u n g man wen t to In dia, where 
he liv ed u n til a y ear later, when he 
died o f a malign an t fev er. 
Mean while n o chan ge was man ifest 
in the p o litical attitu de o f the Au strian 
go v ern men t, an d it was ev iden t that 
Madame Du b o is had n o t y et su cceeded 
in disp o sin g o f her secret. 
Dan ev itch 
lo st n o time in hasten in g b ack to St. 
Petersb u rg, where hf> p u t all the re­ 
so u rces o f his p o lice b u reau in to 
the 
wo rk o f w'atchin g the mo v emen ts o f 
madame an d her co n federates. Du rin g 
the in v estigatio n s which fo llo wed 
it 
b ecame clear that the memb ers o f the 
rev o lu tio n ary b ran ch o f which Madame 
So p hia was an activ e head, were co n ­ 
temp latin g the ex ecu tio n o f a n ew an d 
fien dish p lo t that threaten ed the 
de­ 
stru ctio n o f the czar an d his en tire 
cab in et. 
Fo r this reaso n 
Dan ev itch 
kep t his han ds o ff madame. 
He was 
gradu ally weav in g to gether the meshes 
o f a n et in which he ho p ed to catch 
all the co n sp irato rs to gether, an d 
at 
last the n ight arriv ed when he re­ 
so lv ed to strike the fin al b lo w. 
Ov ^r the dirty sp aces o f the Vib o rg 
district are scattered sq u at an d tu m­ 
b le-do wn 
stru ctu res. 
The 
iso lated 
streets an d alley s o f this q u arter fu r­ 
n ished a ren dezv o u s fo r the dregs o f 
the p o p u lace o f St. Petersb u rg. Gan gs 
o f thiev es had estab lished their head­ 
q u arters there. Escap ed co n v icts fro m 
Sib eria fo u n d secu rity in this refu ge 
u n til n ew crimes fo u n d 
them 
o u t, 
when they were flo gged an d sen t b ack 
in to ex ile. 
In o n e o f the mo st remo te 
an d lo n ely streets o f the district there 
sto o d a large o n e-sto ry ho u se, w'hich 
had lo n g b een u n o ccu p ied. 
Its shu t­ 
ters were n ev er seen to o p en , an d the 
y ard, which had n o t b een tro dden b y 
hu man feet in y ears, was co v ered with 
tall weeds. 
This b u ildin g had o n ce 
b elo n ged to a rich u su rer, who settled 
in this reso rt o f thiev es fo r the co n ­ 
v en ien ce o f tradin g in sto len 
go o ds. 
The u su rer died in testate, an d the dis­ 
tan t relativ es had b een fightin g each 
o ther in the co u rts fo r y ears to o b ­ 
tain title to 
the 
p ro p erty . 
Ev ery 
dark n ight figu res co u ld b e seen walk­ 
in g n o iselessly , o n e b y o n e, thro u gh 
the y ard, en deav o rin g 
n o t to 
leav e 
an y traces 
b ehin d 
them. 
Tu rn in g 
aro u n d the co rn er o f the ho u se, they 
wo u ld disap p ear as if they had b een 
swallo wed u p b y the earth. 
On this 
p articu lar n ight the ho u se was im­ 
mersed, as u su al, in co mp lete dark­ 
n ess; o n ly at times a dim light wo u ld 
ap p ear o n the sp o t where the sp ectral 
fo rms disap p eared. 
The my sterio u s figu res had, in fact, 
descen ded in to a cellar. 
There were 
assemb led there eighteen o r twen ty 
p erso n s, sev eral o f who m w'ere wo m­ 
en . 
The assemb lage was made u p o f 
disaffected military o fficers, writers, 
stu den ts, an d o f the y o u th who so u ght 
to create a rev o lu tio n in Ru ssia.

In Japan there is an annual feast 
day for boys, when each house having 
male children hangs out strings of pa­ 
per carp, which inflated by the breeze 
become lifelike monster fish. 
“ It was on this feast 'day,” says a 
writer In the Wide World, “ that we 
left Yokohama for Kamakura, once 
the 
eastern 
capital of Japan, now 
merely a quiet little seaside village. 
“ As it was such an important occa­ 
sion the whole world made holiday, 
some families hurried to the seashore 
to fly their enormous humming kites, 
from which the parents appeared to 
derive quite as much enjoyment as 
the children.

to shoulder. 
“ This 
taut 
bamboo filament 
not

kites, a plane. 
The noise w’hen some 
threescore or so of these monsters are 
in the air at the same time is deafen­ 
ing. 
“ The Japanese kite has no tail, but 
is 
furnished 
with 
numerous 
long 
streamers. 
Great 
competitions 
are 
held by the owners of the kites, and 
occasionally a mimic battle will 
be 
fought in the air, the rival factions en­ 
deavoring 
by 
means 
of 
powdered 
glas», which 
has 
been 
previously 
worked into a deflinte length of the 
kite strings, to saw’ through a rival’s 
string, and so bring the vanquished 
kite tumbling ignominiously to 
the 
ground.”

An astonishing impression of the 
variety and peculiarity of the natural 
riches of China is given by the store­ 
houses and factories of the Hankow 
export firms. 
Whereas the export of 
tea,, the monopoly of a few’ large Rus­ 
sian houses, has for some years re­ 
mained almost stationary, the value 
of the export of oil seeds from Han­ 
kow, to take one example of a com­ 
paratively unimportant article, 
rose 
from 3.8 million taels in 1907 to 10.5 
in 3 309 
Boats bring wood tar from the up­ 
per Yangtze in big round baskets lined 
with paper to be refined and remelted 
in the factories; they bring astonish­ 
ing masses of the greasy product of 
the 
tallow 
tree 
used in European 
technical industries, also cotton and 
beans, 
gallnuts, pigs’ 
bristles; also 
skins, which are sun 
dried 
in 
the 
yards of the storehouses and packed 
by means of hydraulic presses for 
sea transport. 
Millions of ducks’ eggs are, during 
the few weeks of the season, manu­ 
factured by the hand labor of coolie 
women and children into masses of 
pure dried yolk and albumen, smelling 
like biscuits. 
The albumen is used in 
the photographic industry, the 
yolk 
in the European sweet s*ufl manufac­ 
ture. 
On the same bank of the Yang- 
tse are the new’ cold storage housei 
and the great tobacco factories of for­ 
eign firms, and near by are ore refin­ 
eries, in which 
antimony, lead 
and 
zinc are prepared for export 


LOFTY 
TOWER 
TELESC O PE 


This is the second tower 
telescope 
constructed at the Mount Wilson ob­ 
servatory, in California, from a new 
design by Professor Hale. 
The first 
W’as 65 feet high, and it was so suc­ 
cessful that the larger qne here shown 
wras built, which is 150 feet in height, 
while the well containing the specto- 
graph and spectro-heliograph is 75 feet, 
By the later instrument photographs 
can be taken of the whole face of the 
sun, showdng the 
vapors 
across 
its 
disk. 
The coelostat 
and 
secondary 
mirrors are mounted at its top. and 
after reflecting from them the sun’s 
light passes vertically downward on 
to a lens placed near them on the top 
of the tower. 
A horizontal image of 
the sun, 17 inches in diameter, is 
thence obtained in a plane near the 
ground. 


LLAMAS IN HARNESS 


An interesting attraction in one of 
the European zoological gardens is a 
pair of tame llamas that draw passen­ 
gers about the grounds. They are de­ 
clared to be the only creatures of their 
kind in Europe that have been trained 
for this purpose. 
The animals draw 
a light carriage and at a recent test it 
was showm that they could easily pull 
a load of 450 pounds. 
They are quite 
docile and readily answer to the rein. 
In their native Andes they are the 
beasts of burden.

CUTTING THROUGH CAPE COD 


Canal That W ill Save 120 Miles of 
Sailing May Be Completed 
Next Year. 


So much attention has been given 
to the digging of the great ship canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama, and, 
locally, so much interest being ex­ 
pended in the slow and tedious build­ 
ing of the barge canal across New 
York state, that sight has almost been 
lost of the Cape Cod canal, which has 
been in progress since June, 1890, 
This canal has been projected since 
1620, for the Pilgrim s saw’ the ad­ 
vantage of saving this 120 miles of 
sailing around Cape Cod, and the dan­ 
ger from the storms that at seasons 
of the year are said to be very severe 
off the cape itself. 
In the last 60 
years there have been 2,131 sailing 
vessels lost on these voyages, and 
more than 700 lives. 
It is said that 
more than 35,000,000 tons of freight 
are carried yearly past the mouths 
of the canal, and the saving in freight­ 
age alone w ill be enough to pay for 
the construction of the canal in a 
very short time. 
Insurance rates that 
will be saved in the construction of 
the short cut w’ill be a very large fig­ 
ure, for the companies have learned 
that the fogs and gales are very de­ 
structive and that losses demand high 
premiums upon all cargoes. 
The canal w ill run from Barnstable 
bay on the south side of Buzzard’s 
bay on the north side, and w ill lessen 
the difference in distance between 
Newr York and Boston by water about 
120 miles. 
It will be large enough for 
the largest vessels afloat, and it is 
expected that it will be completed in 
1912, though this statement is doubted 
by some, as trouble his been had with 
several contractors who have failed 
to complete their work.— Utica Ob­ 
server. 


HOW TALKING 
SIGNS 
WORK 


Mechanism of These Changing Elec­ 
tric Light Bulletins Is Intricate 
but Operates Easily. 


The electric light talking sign was 
Introduced to New’ York 
about 
ten 
years ago, one of the earliest if not 
the first one displayed being that 
at 
Broadw’ay and Thirty-sixth street. B y 
changing the firm or goods to be adver­ 
tised such a sign becomes 
a perma­ 
nent investment. 
This possibility is 
pf equal value to the advertiser, for it 
is of course less expensive to hire such 
service for a desired length of time 
than to erect a large sign for his ow n 
exclusive use. 
One of these talking signs, which is 
75 feet long, has letters 5 feet high and 
4 feet broad. The space is divided into 
fifteen monograms, as they are called. 
Each of 
these monograms 
contains 
forty-eight 
changes. 
That 
is, forty- 
eight letters and numerals 
can 
be 
showm in successively in that one 4x5 
foot space. 
Each monogram space is 
perforated by forty lamps which form 
the forty-eight combinations. 
The changes are controlled 
by 
a 
rather intricate arrangement which, 
according to the Edison Monthly, con­ 
sists of a motor with a commutator 
for each monogram. 
By a system of 
metal dogs, not unlike the Yale lock 
In principle, the arrangement can be 
so adjusted beforehand that the prop­ 
er connections are made with each 
revolution of 
the commuatator 
to 
form the letters and figures wanted in 
a certain order. Readjustment can be 
made as often as desired, so that if 
the ow’ner needs to have a new mes­ 
sage each night he has only to plan 
out the combinations.

This system of pounding the sev­ 
enth vertebra has been found peculi­ 
arly beneficial in some acute heart 
diseases and the effects of the treat­ 
ment under Japanese 
manipulation 
seem almost miraculous at times. As 
yet there seems to be no clear med­ 
ical explanation of the 
effects 
of 
pounding the seventh vertebra, but 
the genuineness of the cures and re­ 
suscitations frequently 
described by 
travelers is now’ scientifically estab­ 
lished by Professor Abrams’ investi­ 
gations.— Health Culture. 


BODY IS TOO MUCH IGNORED 


Herbert Spencer on the Proper Bal­ 
ance That Should Me Main­ 
tained in Education. 


Nature Is a strict accountant; and if 
you demand of her in one direction 
more than she is prepared #o lay out 
she balances the account by making 
a deduction elsewhere. 
If you insist 
on premature or undue growth of any 
one part she will, with more or less 
protest, concede the point; but that 
she may do your extra w’ork she must 
leave some of her more important 
work 
undone. 
In primitive 
times, 
when aggression and defense w’ere the 
leading social activities, bodily vigor, 
with its accompanying courage, were 
the great desiderata; and then educa­ 
tion was almost wholly physical; men­ 
tal education was little cared for, and, 
indeed, was often treated with con­ 
tempt. 
But now the muscular pow’er 
is of use for little else than manual 
labor, while social success of nearly 
every kind depends much on mental 
pow’er, our education has become al­ 
most exclusively mental. 
Instead of 
respecting the body and Ignoring the 
mind, we now’ respect the mind and 
Ignore the body. 
Both these attitudes 
are wrong. 
W e do not sufficiently re­ 
alize the truth that as, In {his life of 
ours, the physical underlies the men­ 
tal, the mental must not be developed 
at the expense of the physical. 
The 
ancient and modern conception must 
be combined.— Herbert Spencer.

As 
for newspapers and printed 
matter, 
these are never delivered by firtrt post 
in Paris, no matter how early they 
arrive.
